VICE-PRESIDENT 



NEW OFFICER WILL COORD- 
INATE ADMINISTRATIVE 
ACTIVITIES 



Educator and Student Is 
Appointed as One of First Of- 
ficials to Work Under New 



Dr. Samuel A. Nock, 34, of Tltus- 
vllle, Pa., will become vice-president 
of the college Jan, 1, 1936, accord- 
ing to an announcement issued by 
Dr. F. D. Farrell, president of the 
college. Doctor Nock holds degrees 
from Haverlord college. Carleton 
college, and the University of Dor- 
pat In Esthonla. 

Under the new setup, Doctor Nock 
will combine under one executive 
head the present work of the vice- 
president's office, the committee on 
admittance, and the committee on 
advanced credit. 

Doctor Purrell said Jessie Macll- 
ir, registrar, and the members of 
the present starr of that office will 
be retained with their present titles, 
but would report to the new vice- 
president rather than to the pres- 



The change is the first unit un- 
dertaken in connection with the 20- 
year plan drawn up during the past 
school year. The new vice-presi- 
dential setup was recommended by 
Vice-President J. T. Wtllard. Miss 
Mechlr. and Prof. L. D. Bushnell, 
chairman or the committee on ad- 
vanced credit at the time the 20- 
year plan was being adopted. 

Doctor Nock comes to Kansas 
Slate college with an outstanding 
record for administrative ability. 

He is the son or the Rev. Albert J, 
Nock, an Episcopal minister who is 
a frequent contributor to the At- 
lantic Monthly and other publica- 
tions. 

The newly appointed vice-presi- 
dent was graduated from Haver ford 
college In 1921, and two years later 
a Ph. D. degree from the University 
of Dorpat in Esthonla. Member- 
ship in Phi Beta Kappa is included 
to his academic attainments. 

His teaching and administrative 
work Includes the teaching of Eng- 
lish at Virginia Institute at Carle- 
ton college and at Rice Institute. 
While at the University of Dorpat 
in 1928-26, he was a lecturer In 
American language and literature 
at the Institution. He did the same 
type of work later In 1929 at the 
University or Leipzig. 

From 1932 to 1934, Doctor Nock 
was director of the University of 
Delaware's foreign study depart- 
ment, located at Munich. Germany. 
He at one time edited a newspaper 
at Cody. Wyo.

CUT PRIVILEGES GIVEN 
TO 156 UPPERCLASSMEN 




With final approval granted by 
the state board of resents for the 
enlarged activity fee for Kansas 
State college students, undergrad- 
uates this fall will receive for the 
first time a subscription to the 
Collegian and to the Royal Purple, 
student yearbook, as well as In- 
creased advantages for more varied 
activities, 

By the largest vote ever recorded 
at the college. 1,887 students ex- 
pressed their desire December 18 
and 19. 1934 to change the Student 
Governing association constitution 
to allow for an activity fee charge 
or $7.50 per semester.

"Proceeds from the fee to be 
available by allotment as provided 
In paragraph 4 for the support of 
student activities; Including ath- 
letics, agricultural Judging teams, 
debate, oratory, musical, literary, 
dramatics, publications, and the 
Students" Governing association. 
Payment of the fee to cover mem- 
bership In the Students' Governing 
association, admission to any stu- 
dent activities to which on ollot- 
1s made from the student ac- 
A subscription to the

Purple will be included if the activ- 
ity fee Is made $15 per year." 

With the liberalized fee. each un- 
dergraduate who payed the activity 
fee at the time of enrolment will 
receive the Collegian through the 
college post office twice a week, on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. The 
Royal Purple will be distributed In 
May at the close of the .school year. 

It Is also expected that an ap- 
portionment will be made to In- 
clude all productions of the Man- 
hattan Theatre, which would start 
a revival of the organization after a 
lapse of several years.

yearbook, the Royal Purple 
has explained that il 
of I* Is made (the 
price of the book alone last yean, 
no campus organizations will be 
charged for space in the book.

An increase in the federal allot- 
ment for student aid has been 
made this year for the benefit of 
students In the graduate division, 
according to Dean R. A. Sea ton. of 
the division of engineering. Grad- 
uay obtain a maxi- 
mum of 130 a month with a maxt- 
average for the 
group of 125. This is $10 a month 
more than the allotment to under- 
graduate students, who may ob- 
tain a maximum of $20 a 
with a maximum monthly 
for the group of H5- 

There are approximately 293 
students working under the Na- 
tional youth administration in 
Kansas State college this winter. 
Since the allotment each month for 
a student shall not In any case 
amount to more than the minimum 
necessary for the msln- 
of the student in school, 
this number fluctuates through the 
year as some students do not need 
the maximum amount allowed, and 
Of students selected Is 
■ monthly allotment of 

Is equal to 12 per cent of the stu- 
dents enroled and carrying twelve 
hours of work on October 14, 1934, 
multiplied by 15— the maximum 
average allotment per student each 
month. The Individual maximum, 
however, may be $20 a month. 

The fund for graduate students 
Is determined by the number of 
masters degrees conferred between 
July 1. 1934, and June 30. 1935. 
Twenty pe r cent of this number 
multiplied by 10 is equal to the 
amount allotted each month for 
graduate students. This Is over and 
above the regular allotment which 
Is based on the entire student en- 
rolment at a specified time. 

Appointment of students to be 
compensated from this fund, is 
based first on need and character 
Selection from this group is deter- 
mined by scholarship records. Ap- 
pointments at present for college 
students have not gone below 1.6S 
grade poicts. To make up for the 
difference In scholarship between 
high schools and the college an 
average of above B plus for high 
school graduates entering this year 
is the lowest considered so far for 
by the committee in

There are bells that tell the farm 
boy when the lowing herd has wan- 
dered, bells that ring for weddings, 
and toll for funerals, bells that 
awaken the slumbering college stu- 
dents, at five minutes 'till eight and 
bells that arouse the same student 
after 60 minutes - slumber in class, 
and many other kinds of bells, all 
of them being connected with the 
human race directly or Indirectly. 

There Is one bell that comes in- 
to very close touch with college lite. 

on their way to school in the morn- 
ing, does the same thing after the 
noon hour is eleven twelfth over, 
and tells the Kansas State "jelly" 
that his chpel date is awaiting him 
at the Canteen or Palace. It Is the 
old bell that hungs In the highest 
of Anderson hall. 
Has Eventful History 
in East Troy, New York 
In I860 and presented to the old 
Bluemont College by Joseph Ingalls 
of Swampscott, Massachusetts, this 
old bell has had an Interesting ca- 
reer. College life was pretty lively 
and full of glamour during the Civil 
War and immediately after it; then 
the old bell witnessed many stirring 
scenes. But one night the dormi- 
tories In which it hung burned and 
the bell was brought into town. 

It was next placed In the first 
building on the present campus, the 
old armory building or what is now 
farm machinery hall, out in the 
northern part of the campus near 
the vet hospital. There It called the 
boys and girls to assembly upstairs 
In the north end of that building. 
Here the old bell stayed until It was 
moved again, this time into An- 
derson hall, where It now Is. 
Filled With Water 
Midnight visitors many times 
stole down the silent hall in Ander- 
son and, after climbing the stairs, 
used to crawl through to the bell. 
They would either take its clapper, 
or swath It up well with rags so 
that no sued would be forthcoming, 
or tie the bell with wire. Once away 
back In the 10's it was turned up- 
down and filled with water. 
During the night this froze and 
much chopping and many hard 
words the next day did it no good. 
So only one course was left, and 
all day wondering students watched 
the thin column of smoke that slow- 
ly filtered out through the tower of 
Anderson as the bell 
out. 

In 1005 the clapper was taken and 
cut Into pieces for souvenirs and a 
new one had to be procured. It was 
only a few short years ago that the 
old bell tolled into the night to 
slumbering K- Staters that K. U. 
had invaded the campus. 

So now, surrounded by cobwebs 
and dust covered rafters, the old 
bell still hangs In Anderson calling 
the student to class Just as it 
called his father and mother be- 
fore him, and doubtless will go an 
ringing out Kansas State's message 
to the world as time goes on.

Sixty -eight 
meals are furnished a student for 
nine dollars and twelve hours par- 
ticipation In work In the cafeteria. 
Seventeen meals a week are served. 
No meals are served Saturday eve- 
ning or Sunday, Meals are planne/ 
by the department of Institutional 
of the college and pre- 
by regular cafeteria cooks. 
Approximately Bo per cent of the 
cash paid by the cooperative 
group Is spent for food. The re- 
maining 20 per cent Is allowed for 
supervision, for labor Involved in 
preparing meals, cleaning supplies, 
laundry, and for breakage. 

Cash saving is not the only Im- 
portant return to the student, ade- 
quate diet and the advantages or 
group activity are Important as- 
sets also. In addition to the bene- 
fits to the students cooperating 
there Is the added practical value 
to the students majoring In insti- 
tutional economics, who get their 
laboratory training under this 
plan. 

Cooperative work at Van Zlle 
hall during the past two years has 
saved the students there approxi- 
mately $8,000. The work done by 
the girls at Van Zlle hall falls In 
to three groupings. These are of- 
fice work, such as meeting guests 
and receiving telephone calls; 
housekeeping activities, such as 
care of rooms; and preparing and 
serving food. Students are divided 
into six groups with fifteen stu 
dents to a group, and operate on a 
six week cycle. 

Each group has a rest week dur 
ing this cycle, and their duties are 
changed each Monday. Ten stu 
dents serve as supervisors, pantry 
managers and stenographers. In

of Tissots Bible. TUsot, Miss Par- 
kerson says, tried to Illustrate the 
Bible artistically, as well as faith- 
fully.

The late President Eliot of Har- 
vard is credited with the state- 
ment that "Education is the only 
thing that the American 
will pay for and then do 
thing possible to avoid 
may have been thinking of the 
curious fact that compulsion 
be applied to many college 
to prevent them from avoiding the 
very thing that they go to college 
to obtain. Specifically, he may 
have been thinking of the absurd 
necessity of subjecting college stu- 
dents to compulsory attendance at 



If all college students had ma- 
turity of Judgment and sincerity 
of purpose no compulsion would be 
necessary. But most of them are 
not mature and some of them lack 
sincerity of purpose. Most colleges 
have rules requiring students to at- 
tend classes regularly. At Kansas 
State college the committee that 
receives applications for reinstate- 
ment from students who have been 
suspended because of poor scholar- 
ship finds violation of the class 
attendance rule one of the leading 
causes of scholastic deficiency.

pointed out In a Collegian editorial 
that not all students at Kansas 
State are so Immature as to re- 
quire a compulsory attendance rule. 
The editor contended that students 
whose scholarship records indicat- 
ed a fairly high degree of maturity 
should be recognised as a select 
group and granted the privilege of 
volunteer attendance at classes. 
College officers accepted the edi- 
tor's suggestion and began imme- 
diately to make an experimental 
application of it. Upon the whole 
the results have supported the 
editor's contention. 



At first the experiment was lim- 
ited to seniors. Any senior who 
during the second semester of his 
Junior year had carried at least 18 
semester hours of work, had not 
been deficient In any subject and 
had averaged two points per credit 
hour 'made an average grade of 
"B"), was given the privilege of 
volunteer attendance at classes. 
The experiment was so satisfactory 
that later It was extended to Jun- 
iors. It was found that all but a 
few students having the privilege 
of voluntary attendance went to 
their classes regularly and contin- 
ued to make excellent records. With 
some minor modifications, the 
plan still Is In operation. Each year 
from 135 to 165 Juniors and sen- 
iors win the privilege by good 
scholarship. To be named as a 
member of this group is a distinc- 
tion and an honor.

Changing from a soft, easy life in 
New York City to the hard Hie of 
a rancher in North Dakota, he de- 
veloped qualities and attitudes that 
led bim to and through a success- 
ful administration as President of 
the United States. Losing his par- 
ents at a tender age. Herbert Hoov- 
er worked his way through Stan- 
ford university and became a world 
famous mining englner and served 
a term as President. Ernestine 
Schumann-Helnk waded through 
disasters to world fame as a singer. 

Even whole communities some- 
times find that disaster Is not what 
it appears to be. Chicago and Balti- 
more since their great fires and 
San Francisco since its earthquake 
and fire are liner cities than they 
were before disaster struck them 
down. A disastrous tidal wave 
thirty-five years ago started the 
city of Galveston on its course of 
harbor Improvement and civic bet- 
terment. Disaster is an Impostor 
more often perhaps than not. 



Few persons can survive easy liv- 
ing. Most men and women whose 
live arc sufficiently Important to 
bo remembered build their careers 
largely upon difficulties that scorn 
to be disasters. Apparently there is 
only one sure way to reach the 
stars. That way Is described by the

When the highly touted Corn- 
huskere came to the Wildcats lair 
tliey were buoyed up by the belief 
that when the Wildcat leaped he 
would leap backwards.

Twice the fans saw 
the Wildcats gallop to the Nebras- 
ka one-yard line only to watch 
them lose the ball, once on downs

After a scoreless first half. Kan- 
sas State started the fireworks in 
the third quarter. Ayers flipped a 
pass to Barney Hays who was 
downed on the Nebraska 21, Again 
Ayers threw a pass to Hays and 
this time he was stopped on the 
one-yard line. Four unsuccessful 
tries by the Wildcats failed to pro- 
duce a touchdown. The Nebraska 
forward wall was too much for 
them. 

Wildcat Bids Fail 

In the fourth quarter Kansas 
State made another bid for a 
touchdown but they failed by a few 
inches. From mid-field K-State 
went to the Nebraska seven, 
16500 people. Jammed and packed 
In the stadium, went wild and were 
practically out helping the Wlld- 
cots put that ball over. In three 
downs the ball was further awoy 
from the goal than at first. On the 
fourth down Kansas State prepared 
to attempt a place kick. A 
silence fell over the rrenziei 
Then the kick— and the 
roared tor the ball looked like It 
went between the uprights. Noise 
and bedlam reigned for a minute 
as the students, alumni and peo- 
ple thought the kick was good. Ref- 
eree E. C. Qulgiey. the man who 
enjoys waving his arms and run- 
ning about the field, motioned that 
the kick was no good. That was

REGENTS ORDER 
BUILDING PLAN 

Meeting of Executive Board Also 
Results In Limitation of Enrol- 



The state board of regents in- 
structed the state architect to 
draw up plans (or a new Kansas 
State college science building and 
authorized the limitation of enrol- 
ment in the tour professional years 
of veterinary medicine, in the 
meeting held in Manhattan Fri- 
day evening. 

The new building, which will 
cost $375,000. wilt replace Dcnlson 
hall which was destroyed by fire in 
August. 1934. An application was 
filed and will be made formally for 
federal funds amounting to 175.000 
to erect the foundation of the 
building. It is expected that the 
state legislature will provide the 
remaining 1300.000. according to 
the chairman of the board, Charles 
M, Harger of Abilene. This year's 
record high enrolment and the loss 
fought I of Denlson hall have caused crowd- 



In spite of intolerable conditions 
in the men's locker room of the 
gymnasium no Improvements will 
be made this year and probably 
none next year It was disclosed to- 
day. Lack of funds is given as the 
sole reason. 

The only immediate solution now 
Is to remove physical education 
from the requirements for fresh- 
men and sophomores. Student in- 
vestigators feel that It Is unfair for 
authorities to expect students to 
risk their health and persona! 
property to fulfill a requirement 
that is so generally unpopular. 

The faculty investigating com- 
mittee which makes its report to 
President F. D, Farrell. is composed 
of Prof. L. E, Conrad, engineering 
division, chairman; Dr. W. M. Hus- 
band, student health department; 
Dr. L. D. Bushnell, bacteriology de- 
partment; Dean Mary P .Van Zlle; 
and Prof. M. F, Ahearn, director of 
athletics. 

Basket System Expensive 
The Installation of a basket sys- 
tem such as is needed here would 
cost from 13.500 to $4,000. It is es- 
timated. With this system each 
man would have his own padlocked 
■ymnaslum clothes and 
to use the old lockers 
only during his gymnasium period 
for his own street clothes. During 
this hour it could be locked with 
the basket padlock. 

Without increased appropriations 
by the state legislature such a 
large expenditure is Impossible and 
conditions which have repeatedly 
been described as "overcrowded 
and grossly unsanitary," will con- 
tinue. 

The possibility of a clean towel 
for every man as in the women's 
department has been Ignored by the 
committee due to the trouble with 
thefts when that system was in op- 
eration here prior to 1926. 

Student Is Blamed 

Although the towels now are fur- 
nished by the student and used by 
any of the three men in the locker, 
Professor M. F. Ahearn, director of 
athletics, feels that the blame lies 
entirely with the students and that 
It is their duty to provide them- 
selves with clean towels. 

About BOO towels would be nec- 
essary for a, day's classes and would 
cost near *350. Laundry would run 
about $50 a week. The college, ac- 
cording to general student opin- 
ion, could much better provide 
adequate supervision to prevent 
thievery than to risk the possibility 
of the spread of disease in such 
closely packed quarters. 

Over 1,809 Involved 

Approximately 1.600 students en- 
roled in physical education have at 
the present time only 600 lockers. 
Many are not acquainted with their 
locker mates and personal property 
frequently disappears. The lockers, 
which have to hold the trousers, 
shirts, underclothing, shoes, jackets, 



Correll Believes 
America Will Not 
Be Drawn Into War 

Twenty days have elapsed since 
the Italian Fascist legions invaded 
northern Ethiopia. With machine 
guns and cannon, with airplanes 
and gas bombs, they have contin- 
ued to advance against the poorly 
armed Ethiopians until at the pres- 
ent time they occupy more than 
6,000 square miles of rich Ethio- 
pian farm lands in the north and a 
large sector in the south. They 
have engaged the Abyssinian war- 
riors in several bloody conflicts and 
have driven them from six of their 
largest cities. According to the 
latest reports from the front. 11 
Duce's Blackshlrts are massing in 
the Makale sector In the north, in 
preparation for what is expected to 
be the greatest drive yet staged In 
this war. The Italian forces are 
driving north from Italian Somali- 
land. The object of both armies Is 
Addis Ababa, capital of Ethiopia 
and headquarters for more than a 
< million of Emperor Haile Selassie's 
troops. In both the north and the 
south the defenders are entrench- 
ing for a desperate stand against 
these advances.

At two o'clock the fever broke 
and Conwell showed a decided im- 
provement and continued to rest 
easily. 

No Cause for Alarm 

It Is the opinion of the physi- 
cians on the case that Conwell will 
improve steadily and get well un- 
less some unforeseen complication 
sets in. 

According to Myron W. Husband, 
college physician Conwell's condi- 
tion is very satisfactory and there 
Is no cause for alarm at the present 
time.

Manhattan Persona 
Own Specimens of 
Clockmaker's Work 

More than 100 years ago a New 
England craftsman named Eli Ter- 
ry fashioned the entire mechanism 
or a clock out of wood. Somewhat 
to his surprise it worked. In 1809 
he joined in partnership with his 
helper Seth Thomas who in 1B12 
began clock making on his own ac- 
count at Plymouth Hollow, Conn. 

Mr, C. F. Engel of the Engel 
Hardware store in the 300 block on 
PoynU avenue lias an original 
wooden Seth Thomas clock which 
was made in 1822. This clock Is one 
of the 50 hour clocks of which only 
about 75 were made. As they were 
too expensive. Thomas started 
making a 12 hour clock. The 50 
hour clock stands five feet tall and 
has a 2? pound weight in a large 
tube at either side of the clock. This 
completely hand carved wooden 
clock is 112 years and old and still 
keeps the correct time. 

Another hand carved Seth Thom- 
as clock Is owned by Mrs. Day, who 
lives at the home of W. J. Harding 
of Manhattan. Mrs, Day's father- 
in-law brought this clock with him 
from Michigan. The clock was sev- 
eral years old when Mrs. Day who 
wilt soon be 84, first saw it at the 
age of 15. It is very similar to an 
antique Seth Thomas clock which is 
pictured In The Clock Book, a book 
on antique clocks, which is at the 
Carnegie Library. The parts of Mrs. 
Day's clock were somewhat worn, 
and Mr. L- H, Drayer of the college 
power plant recently repaired them. 

Mr, Drayer has a collection of 
nearly 100 different types.

TEACHING TEACHERS 

Perhaps the subject has been 
discussed so often and so thorough- 
ly that It Is worn out. but the Tact 
ttlll remains that Kansas State 
college has its share of faculty 
members who apparently do not 
realize that there are other cours- 
es and other classes scheduled In 
the institution's curricula. Th* cry

Bearing the date, "Kansas Day, 
1938. the Diamond Jubilee edition 
of the Kansas Magazine, edTSd by 
Prof. C. E. Rogers and Asst. Prof. 
Helen Hostetter, of the department 
of industrial Journalism, Kansas 
State college, will be on sale at 
news stands by Dec. 20, of this year. 
This issue of the magazine com- 
memorates the 75th anniversary of 
the admittance of Kansas to state- 
hood on Jan. 29. 1881, and will con- 
tain works of representative Kan- 
sas writers and artists. 

Originally published In 1872 by a 
Captain Henry King, the Kansas 
has been revived three 
, 1909. and 1933. The 
functions as a literary 
review, and the purpose of its ini- 
tiation and subsequent revivals ha* 
been to bring under one cover the 
works of Kansas people whose lit- 
erary and artistic expressions pre- 
sent a cross section of the temper, 
feelings, and thought of Kansas. 

The last revival (1933), fostered 
by Prof. R. I. Thackrey, then of the 
department of Journalism at Kan- 
sas State, established the maga- 
zine as an annual publication. Uu- 
on his resignation from the college 
staff last May, Professor Thackrey 
appointed Professor Rogers, head of 
the department of industrial Jour- 
nalism, to succeed him as editor.

In Tact, Is often assisted In Its 
work by other agricultural bureaus. 
Smaller groups consisting of farm- 
ers were formed and were known 
as the production control associa- 
tions; every member entered Into 
a contract with the Secretary of 
the department of agriculture. It Is 
for the farmer to indl- 
untrol production. It is 
for a large cooperative 
to be working In order to 
have any lasting effect. At the be- 
ginning of the depression, the in- 
dustrialists held together, and were 
able to keep prices at a level, where- 
as the farmer would not reduce his 
crops because of the extremely low 
prices. He, more often, increased 
his output in order to fill the gap 
in his Income. 

According to classical economists 
the "AAA Is a scientific outlaw." 
Modem economists are considering 
It as one of the ways out of our 
agricultural depression.

"England will probably not close 
the Suez Canal In the present Italo-

clared Mohammed Radl, an Egyp- 
tian student attending Kansas State 
college this semester. England, who 
does not own this canal but con- 
trols it, desires that the military 
waterway remain open because of 
her trade with the Orient, 

Fear by Italy that this passage- 
way might be closed has led her to 
station Italian troops at Lydla, the 
Italian colony bordering Egypt on 
the west.

"to make out of this shattered world 
a social order which has a right to 
permanence." 

"Men died", said Mr. Rogers, "be- 
lieving that they had had a part 
in a war to end war— they gave 
their lives for everlasting peace— 
to make the world safe for liberty. 
What they died to gain we still de- 
sire. And some escaped bitterly de- 
ceived, to behold the truth they 
loved shrink to a lie." 

War is condemned, and Justly so, 
as a relic of barbarism— but with

sapient We brand those who ad- 
vocate such things as idealists. Sat- 
urated with varying degrees of fool- 
ish belief In such things as coopera- 
tion, intellectual Catholicism and 
scholarship.

Plying glass— safety glass to by 
no means universal yet— contributes 
more than its share to the spectac- 
ular side of accidents. It doesnt 
merely cut—the flying fragments 
are driven in as if a cannon loaded 

in your face, and a sliver in your 
eye. traveling with such force, 
means certain blindness. A leg or 
an arm stuck through the wind- 
shield will cut clean to the bone 
through vein, artery and muscle 
like a piece of beef under a but- 
cher's knire. and it takes little time 
to lose a ratal amount or blood un- 
der such circumstances. Even safe- 
ty glass may not be wholly safe 
when the car crashes something at 
high speed. You hear picturesque 
tales of how a flying human body 
will make a neat role In the stuff 
with its head— the shoulders stick 
—the glass holds— and the raw, 
keen edge of the hole decapitates 
the body as neatly as a guillotine. 

Or, to continue with th edecapl- 
tation motif, going off the road In- 
to a post and rail fence can put 
you beyond worrying about other 
Injuries immediately when a rail 
comes through the windshield and 
tears off your head with its splint- 
ery end— not as neat a job, but 
thoroughly efficient. 

But all that Is routine in every 
American community. To be re- 
membered Individually by doctors 
and policemen, you have to do 
something as grotesque as the lady 
who burst the windshield with her 
head, splashing splinters all over 
the other occupants of the car, and 
then, as the car rolled over, roiled 
with it down the edge or the wind- 
shield frame and cut her throat 
from ear to ear. Or park on the 
pavement too near a curve at night 
and stand In front of the tall light 
as you take off the spare tire— 
which will immortalize you in 
body's memory as the fellow who 
was mashed three feet broad and 
two Inches thick by the impact of 
a heavy duty truck against the rear 
of his own car- Or be as original 
as the pair ot youths who were 
thrown out of an open roadster

Much controversy has arisen In 
the past few years over the question 
as to whether teachers shall be re- 
quired to take an oath of loyalty, 
The recent mass loyalty oath cere- 
mony extended to teachers In a 
prominent New England college 
again calls the public's attention to 
this, one of the most highly de-. 
bated issues of the modern acn- 
demic world. 

It is difficult to determine defi- 
nitely if such restriction of the 
teaching profession is necessary or 
even desirable. That some groups 
support the affirmative opinion Is 
evidenced In the fact that 20 states 
now require teachers to take such 
oaths. But In the light of studies 
made on the subject, the popular 
conclusion seems to be that its de- 
fects greatly overshadow its advan- 



an act imply that a 
teacher would be required to give 
up his conscience in matters of 
public policy and teach only the 
"glory or things as they are?" Such 
a condition would be in direct con- 
trast to his present freedom and 
duty to suggest ways of improving 
existing laws or policies in order to 
meet new and changing demands. 

And does it also Imply that a 
teacher, sworn to support the fed- 
eral and state constitutions and 
laws would not be free to teach 
the facts concerning both or all 
sides of current social and politi- 
cal questions without fear of mo- 
lestation because such facts may 
Infringe the sanctity of some law 7 
The principal charge of the advo- 
cators of the compulsory oath is 
that many teachers and educators 
are communistic, and they contend 
that oaths of allegiance would ex- 
elude communists from the schools. 
But as far as records show, no posi- 
tive proof exists that teachers as 
a class are disloyal or communistic. 
This belief can be attributed large- 
ly to the propaganda built up by 
such men as William Randolph 
Hearst, who manufactures a "red" 
scare from incidents of very little 
real significance. 

Education has ceased to be mere 
tote, memorizing what past genera- 
tions have discovered. Education 
Includes not only a proce ss of im- 
parting truth, but also a search for 
truth, and teachers and students 
should be free to examine the mer- 
its and demerits of Old and new 
theories pertaining to political, 
economic and

"Americans have not yet learned 
to appreciate and value rugs. They 
soil and wear them threadbare by 
careless treatment," declared Mrs. 
Stella Gulaian In discussing the 
"Romance of Rugs" in Recreation 
center yesterday afternoon. 

Persians spend most of their life 
sitting, standing, or working on 
these rugs, and they learn to appre- 
ciate and .reverence them, added 
Mrs. Gulaian, who was boin and 
raised in Tabylz. Persia. Bee i use or 
this early Persian experience. Mrs. 
Gulaian has developed an unusual 
Interest in rugs, and has since be- 
come an authority upon the sub- 
ject.

In all the history of American 
sports there never has been such a 
momentous question as that which 
facea American athletes today. The 
question cf whether America should 
participate In the" Eleventh Olym- 
piad, ir » Is held in Nazi Germany. 
Is now being debated tbrohghout 
the country. The answer. p this 
question will effect amateur ath- 
letics throughout the world. and 
ns America goes, the majority of 
the nations will follow.

were a couple borrowed epigrams 
of real value. The one we have in 
mind was, "A college is not an 
arena of combat but a place for 
Etudy and for intellectual discus- 
sion." 

The creator of this definition, 
one Virginia Glldersleeve, obviously 
meant to show that the American 
reading public is prone to gauge its 
colleges by the statistics which are 
printed on the sport page, and that 
the colleges cater to this reading 
public. 

A student home on vacation is 
asked about his college. "It's a good 
college," he replies. "We took Mich- 
igan into camp this year and we 
could have tied Notre Dame if we'd 
play her." This seems to him to be 
more valid praise of his school 
than a comment on her ranking In 
a collegiate association. 

Likewise, the person who asked 
about the college probably wanted 
that sort of Information. Most peo- 
ple who ask about the relative su- 
periority of colleges are more inter- 
ested in Rose Bowl invitations than 
in courses of study. 

And the faculty of 
keeping in step, hire 
to broadcast the news of their ath- 
letic triumphs. Following the de- 
sires of the crowd, they assume 
that such publicity will draw a ban- 
ner crop of scholars through the 
registrar's turnstile. The fallacy 
lies in the fact that prospective 
students who choose their alma 
mater on the strength of her ath- 
letic prowess are quite different 
from those who are more Interest- 
ed in how that college will Improve 
their minds. 

Notre Dame has a great reputa- 
tion In football and plays before 
more spectators each year than any 
other school. But Notre Dame can 
not compete in the field of illus- 
trious alumni with an obscure east- 
em college we have In mind— a col- 
lege whose greatest publicity came 
when her football team set a new 
record with 25 consecutive defeats. 

There are many other colleges 
with Notre Dame's aspirations. And 
there are many with the attitude 
of that small eastern school. A col- 
lege can become either one of the

Lawrence, .Kansas, .Dec. .10— 
While there are few changes In the 
basketball rules for 1935-6. here are 
some that will notably modify pre- 
vious rules. 

The most important of these 
concerns the well-known "pivot- 
post" play, in which a tall, rangy 
center was stationed In the free- 
throw lane. As long as he did not 
have the ball in his possession, he 
could remain there indefinitely. 
Under the new rule, no player on 
the offensive team with or without 
the ball, may now remain In this 
area for a period of more than three 
seconds. 

Another Important change has 
been added In regard to personal 
fouls. Heretofore, it has been the 
rule that two free shots are awarded 
rule that two free shots are 
awarded if not attempting a shot 
at the goal. However, it Is provided 
that the official may award an ex- 
tra free throw for unsportsmanlike 
conduct even though the person 
fouled is not In the act of shooting. 
This penalty Is Intended to do away 
with unnecessary roughness. It Is 
also made clear under the new rules 
that a player, who is fouled, be 
credited with a goal, If made, even 
if the ball leaves his hands after 
the whistle blows, provided the 
whistle does not affect the play. 

One new ruie provides that the 
ball be put into play, after a suc- 
cessful attempt at a free throw af- 
ter a personal foul, by any oppon- 
ent of the free thrower from any 
point out of bounds on that end of 
the court. If two throws have been 
awarded, the rule applies only to

of the United States. We normally 
produce more than 60 per cent of 
the oil annually supplied to the 
world. Russia, who produces more 
than ten Per cent of the total, has 
Indicated that she will Join in this 
action when-and if-TJnlted States 
agrees to do so. Since it ls quite 
unlikely that the League will adopt 
this measure without first being as- 
sured of United States assistance, 
the policy which this country con- 
tinues to pursue Is of vital world 
Importance. 

For this reason. Professor Correll 
says It Is possible that League ac- 
tion will be postponed until our 
position has been made clear bv 
Congress in its January session. The 
outcome of the struggle between 
the neutral-minded administration 
and the profit -seeking petroleum 
Industry, according to Professor 
Correll. ls unpredictable. Statistics 
issued recently by the federal Bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce show that our oil exports to 
Italy have increased enormously 
during the past few months. This 
is not necessarily an indication of 
the oil companies' unwillingness to 
curb their oil shipments to Italy, 
for, as Professor Correll points out, 
they are acting entirely within the ' 
limits of the present neutrality act, 
which does not include oil on Its 
embargo list. A recent United Press 
poll of national congressmen indi- 
cates that when these legislators 
meet in January they will vote In 
favor of strengthening our neutral- 
ity position by the addition of oil 
and cotton to the list. Professor 
Correll is inclined to agree that the 
passage of this legislation is highly 
probable. 

James A. Mofflt, vice-president 
of California Standard oil company, 
recently stated that he believed 
American oil companies would agree 
to keep oil exports to Italy down to 
normal If such an embargo ls 
passed. He stated, however, that It 
was the duty of these companies to 
their stockholders to keep trade up 
to normal. 

Mofflt gave It as his opinion that 
an attempted oil embargo would 
be rendered unsuccessful by re-

Dec. 16— Forty-one 
college presidents In 27 state* joined 
In signing a statement urging 
American withdrawal from the 
Olympic Games If held In Germany 
The signatories declare: "As Ameri- 
can educators concerned with the 
freedom of the human Intellect and 
the progress of society, we address 
ourselves to the American Olympic 
committee and the Amateur Ath- 
letic union to register our view that 
the American team should be with- 
drawn from participation In the 
Olympic Games if held in Nazi 
German]'. 

"It Is our considered judgment, 
based upon the record of events 
which have transpired In Germany 
for the past two and a half years, 
that the Inequities and discrimina- 
tion practiced against Jews, Catho- 
lics, Protestants, labor, Masons and 
all independents are perpetuated In 
the field of sports and In the Olym- 
pic Games. 
"We further believe that these 
are being used by Nazi Gtr- 
as an Instrument for the 
propagation of her ideals

"A nation must fit Itself to de- 
fend its honor and interests against 
outside aggression; and this neces- 
sarily means that in a free democ- 
i acy every man fit for citizenship 
must be trained so that he can do 
his lull duty to the nation in war 
no left, than in peace."

With the continuance of another 
ncudHiiic vear in every state In the 
Union, so continues a sapping cam- 
paign by disloyal and deceived 
Americans to cripple the common 
defense bv inciting American youth 
to desert their duty to the flag. 

Tills pupping campaign nominally 
■ I ! control ol self-styled ■■workers 
lor |)iuff M is now soliciting loyal 
Amertcnns for contributions with 
which to finance an organized ef- 
fort, to Incite American students In 
mvirly 300 .schools and colleges to 
deotroy that system of training 
which Congress has provided lor in 
the National Defense Act. 

Abraham Lincoln, soon after he 
brcame President, signed the law 
which started this system of train- 
ing In American colleges. It has 
been approved by every President 
Ol i he United States who has sue- 
< ■ <[ '(! Lincoln In the White House. 

Yet today Senators Nye and 
Kvalr ha vp written an amendment 
whK h would make optional military 
1 1 alums; in land grant colleges and 
universities. *o that, as Nye says, 
"the bill will protect the interests 
ot students who do not happen to 
be Interested In training for an of- 
flcerehip In the Reserve Corns." 
What a petty, selfish attitude! Col- 
lege students must realize that their 
own Interests can't stand in the 
way of higher Interests. 

Among the students who object 
lo compulsory military training is 
the ■•conscientious objector." He is 
not in the plight he might seem to 
be in since M many good schools 
are open to him In which military 
training Is not even present, let 
alone being required. His insistence 
on attending a state university, 
therefore, where such drill may be 
required, would seem to Indicate on 
his part, a belligerent attitude Those 
Who object on rellnious grounds 
mlaht be Interested to know that 
"there Is nothing in the teaching 
or the oractlce of Jesus to prevent 
all use of force by a civil govern- 
ment ." as The Reverend John 
Mann Walker. Methodist Episcopal 
rhnrrh. says, "but on the contrary, 
a clear recognition not only Of the 
right, but of the duty of such a gov- 
ernment to perform Its proper 
functions, even with force when 
necessary indicated by His approv- 
al of Die payment of taxes, and by 
His own submission to crucifixion, 
even though unjust. Just as Soc- 
rates similarly submitted to an un- 
just capital punishment." 

A great number of R.O.T.C. op- 
ponents believe that military train- 
ing instills a militaristic attitude 
conducive to war. R.O.T.C. is a 
training and not a st ue of mind. 
Military training is baaed wholly 
upon a desire to prevent a rcpiti- 
tlon of exDerlence* that have come 
to America whenever the country 
has felt compelled to take up arms. 
It Is because no one can predict 
with certainty when a national 
crisis will come that wise men have 
worked out a program of prepared- 
ness. There is In this no incitement 
to war. but a measure of Insurance 
against war. Sensible Americans 
are not seeking to create warlike 
feelings, neither are they shutting 
their eyes to the fact that war is 
possible. 

"It is ridiculous to hold that 
military training tends to bring on 
war." says an Worts! in the Kan- 
sas City Star. "One might argue, 
with equal reason, that training a 
y«ith to fight a fire would make 
htm an Inccndinrist. or that train- 
ing a man for police duty would 
make him a bandit or a supporter 
of banditry. This kind of objection 
certainly is the weakest that conta 
be brought against military train- 
ing."

Another argument Is treat the 
expense Involved in teaching mili- 
tary training in colleges does net 
Justify the result*. If this Is true, ' 
why has not Congress recognised I 
the failing before? One of the main 
reasons military training is taught 
In schools is that it Is the cheap- 
est possible way. In event of war, it 
is a known fact that men with edu- 
cation are most likely to be officers. , 
It la fitting that these men should 
be taught military training In col- ; 
leges, where they may apply infor- , 
mat ion to military duties. 

Again the poci fists say that 
military training does not rightly 
belong in an educational curricu- 
lum. There is no other time durinr. 
which men can be trained so aptly 
as In colleges. After college men 
are Involved in applying their 
knowledge to earning a living, 
whereas their primary purpose In 
college is studying. Since military 
training is a subject necessary to be 
mastered, It has every right in an 
educational curriculum. 

One needs but point to the last 
war to show the fallacy of the ar- 
gument that there would be suffi- 
cient time to give intensive military 
training after the emergency haa 
arisen. Men were hurried through 
an intensive three-month's train- 
ing course. Naturally they weren I 
capable of retaining Instructions 
and guidance crammed into their 
heads. Psychologists and educators 
agree that shorter hours of study- 
ing with more frequent rests pro- 
vide better results. Therefore, it Is 
logical that a training course spread 
over two years is more beneficial 
than one packed into three months. 
Also, it must be remembered that 
an enemy never attacks until it Is 
ready. How then, after an attack, 
can we have sufficient time to give 
military training, let alone "Inten- | 
sive" military training? 

For the benefits received from 
our government we must contribute 
to the support of it, and there is no 
better place to prepare for this 
support than in our schools and 
colleges. Those who shirk this ob- 
ligation are comparable to the fel- 
low who gladly eats lunch with you. 
and then looks the other way when 
the waiter presents the bill. Is It 
not Just for everyone to pay for 
what he recelves?-JS.

WORK AS HISTORIAN 

(Continued from Page 1) 
In 1901 he became director of the 
agricultural experiment station 
mat had ben entahlished here in 
lags. Experiments with sorghum 
anu sugar beets were consiaered 
tne most important in tne first 
years ol the station and five bulle- 
tins were published on the findings. 
Soil moisture was also an impor- 
tant problem ano exact trials were 
made on the influence of chemical 
fertilizers on loss of moisture. Re- 
sults of experiments in irrigation 
wore published by the U. S. depart- 
ment of Agriculture. In 1901 the 
legislature directed the college to 
supply poison to free almost 700,- 
000 acres of Kansas land from 
prairie dogs and pocket gophers. 

So meritorious was Dolor Wil- 
laid s work at the cxperimen 
tion and as chemistry pi'ofessor that 
in 1908 he was awarded the hon- 
orary degree of Doctor of Science. 



He had earned his master's degree 
in 1386 shortly before going to 
Johns Hopkins university for grad- 
uate study. 

In 1884 Doctor Wlllard was mar- 
ried to Lydla P. Gardiner ol Esk- 
ridgc and they have on son, Dr.

Training for emergency nursery 
school teachers Is now being con- 
ducted by Miss The una McClurc at 
Calvin hall. This school will last 
four weeks; a second training course 
wfl] start soon after.

One of the most significant fore- 
casts of this bitter fight Is found in 
the convention of the National 
Manufacturers Association at New 
York. Its president declared that 
Industry has been forced in self- 
defense "to enter the political arena 
or be destroyed as a private enter- 
prise." One speaker after another 
spoke of the Impending "combat", 
the necessity or business fighting 
for its life, of "fantastic policies" 
and "revolutionary theories." Hun- 
dreds of the leading businessmen of 
the country 
the speakers on 
applause. 

It was. In effect, a declaration 
of war against the re-election of 
R 00-se v 1 x . £3 tot k Iiolilr?rs And t 
ployee are to be "educated." Or- 
ganized business Is determined to 
liquidate" the New Deal. 

This Is not the isolated action of 
one group of businessmen. The 
same sentiment Is reflected In the 
ranks of the United States chamber 
of commerce and the American Lib- 
erty League. It Is to be a fight with 
no quarter asked or given. Senti- 
ment is so overwhelming In the 
business world that only an excep- 
tionally sturdy individual can stand 
up against his associates and be 
for Roosevelt. It has become a mat- 
ter of group loyalty. Few wish to 
appear traitors to their own kind. 
The. surest route to unpopularity 
in the business world will be to sup- 
port RoosevelL The votes he gets 



Up to now there has been no de- 
claration or support for the' Re- 
publican party. BUt that support 



this deeply indignant anti-Roose-

-.ion? It cannot hope to defeat him 
for renomlnation. It would be 
wasting time to think of setting 
up an independent party. Obviously 
its whole chance of overthrowing 
Roosevelt lies In taking over the 
Republican party and going to 
town. 

Such an alliance will never be 
openly avowed perhaps. But the 
foundations for it already are laid. 
The new finance committee of the 
Republican National Committee is 
composed almost exclusively of trig-

However, the popula- 
tion ot the United States Is not in- 
creasing enough to take care of the 
Increased production of American 
farms and the foreign markets can- 
not take care of the surplus. This 
leaves industry as a potential mar- 
ket for the farmers commodities. 

Industry Increases Opportunity 

Industry already Is using some 
farm products as raw materials, 
but the possibilities are increasing 
steadily. One of the industries, the 
chemical manufacturing compaines. 
are already operating at more than 
pre-cash capacity. Their produc- 
tion is from 110 to 120 per cent 
higher than it was In 1920. It is 
this industry that Mr. McMUlen ex- 
pects to become the future market 
for farm products. 

Some of the products already be- 
ing raised on our farms are suitable 
raw materials for the chemical In- 
dustry, but there are many new 
ones that will take, in part at least, 
the place of our present staple 
crops. The production of food crops 
may become a secondary part of 
farming. Crops for the manufac- 
ture of cellulose, oils, and fuels may 
take their place. 

Revenue From Alcohol 

Alcohol from farm products may 
be blended with gasoline to make 
a satisfactory motor fuel. This is 
being done in 23 countries at the 
present time. Pulp for paper may be 
produced on the American farm and 
the Importation of wood pulp can 
be eliminated. The oil from soy 
beans Is used In all kinds of paints, 
and the meal made from the soy 
bean Is used in the manufacture of 
some motor car parts. The future 
market for farm products lies In 
Industry, and with 35 per cent of 
the net Income bf the industry go- 
ing for research, the new market 
may be expected to expand rapidly.

which troublesome ambition lies 
dead— most of the lime— but they 
should be satisfied by the series of 
realistic portraits of mans Inabil- 
ity to force life into moulds of his 
own making 

At 15, a travelling salesman's 
hearty endorsement ol hotel-keep- 
ing as a career ror a gentleman 
In Myron's heurt his 
inclinations toward that 
vocation. Ever after that it was his 
ftoddess, whom he worshipped and 
for whom he slaved. 

His self -administered education 
enme to him via hotel guides and 
laboratory work in hotel kitchens, 
dining rooms, front offices, and 
basements. He taught himself the 
business, and elaborated upon his 
technical knowledge with a pecu- 
liar genius of his own. Dreams of 
the perfect hotel, planned and con- 
structed by Weagle. danced ever 
tiofeire him. 

After his typical story-book rise 
from the oblivion of The American 
House In Black Threat, Connecti- 
cut, to eminence as manager of all 
the more Important hotels in 
America, he built his dream hotel. 
There the story should end, with 
our hero clutching the vnnrous un- 
realities of realized dreams firmiy 
in both hands. But Sinclair Lewis 
pursues his story beyond the height 
of Myron's glory In his first hours 
as captain of his dream hotel. 

A murder desecrated his hotel on 
the opening night, crippling it as a 
business venture and starling My- 
ron downward just as efficaciously 
and with considerably more speed 
than he had risen. His jewel was 
tagged "Murder Tavern" and the 
publicity build-up disintegrated In- 
to tabloid scandal fodder. 

He had risked his financial se- 
curity and his reputation as a hotel 
manager on the venture. With Its 
failure, he was ruined in "bis-time" 
circles— ridiculed in the profession 
of which he was once the acknow- 
ledged master. 

Six months later, Myron, with his 
wife and son. took to the road, en 
route for Lemuel, Kansas, and ob- 
livion again, they believed. The 
Commercial House there, which he 
had Just bought, was the counter- 
part at the American House in 
which he had been born. Like the 
American House, it was a shoddy 
little hotel. But Myron built it into 
something in which he could have 
pride, and himself Into a human, 
likable citizen. 

There is a pleasant suggestion of 
irony in the references to the vicis- 
situdes In the life of Myron's worth- 
less brother, but there is no moral- 
izing.

Dereat of the Nye-Kvale amend- 
a decided step for 
the war department in thrusting 
its Influence further into American 
schools. The amendment provides 
that military training shall not be 
compulsory In land grant colleges. 
Action taken on this amendment 
now will be the final decree, either 
for or against compulsory military 
training In these Institutions. But 
its defeat will be merely an open- 
ing wedge for the department of 
war In forcing an Increasing num- 
ber of R. O. T. C. units Into high 
schools and colleges through legis- 
lation or through attractive bait 
dangled before the students and ad- 
ministration. It Is a well known 
political stroke for a victorious side 
to interpret legislation to suit its 
own ends. Thus, If the amendment 
Is defeated, the militarist will say, 
The American people have spoken 
through the legislature; they are 
with us, so in accordance with our 
philosophy, we shall increase mili- 
tary training as a permanent In- 
stitution in schools and colleges," 

Well, would not the pacifist like- 
wise put his own Interpretation up- 
on passage of the bill? Yes, but 
this element Is less to be feared, 
since It lacks strong governmental 
backing such as the department of 
war offers the militarist. It lacks 
public funds for its purpose, such 
as the war department has at its 
disposal; It lacks the snappy uni- 
forms and other means of popular- 
ising Its cause. Also Its extreme 
views are too far from the general- ! 
ly accepted scheme of things, 
whereas the demands of the mili- 
tary sympathiser tir traditional 
ones Intensified. It Is human nature 
to fear any abrupt change.

since 1926 the cost of education in 
this country as estimated by the 
National Education Association has 
decreased 11 per cent while other 
governmental activities have In- 
creased 85 per cent.

ing? This Is a question no one can 
answer, for there has been no ad- 
equate research on it. It would be 
Interesting to try the Nye-Kvale 
plan and find out. Surely If mili- 
tary training has all the desirable 
features attributed to It the stu- 
dents corps should not suffer much 
In size. But if they should be small- 
er, then it would seem many stu- 
dents couldn't recognise these fea- 
tures and the legislature would nave 
done Its duty in abiding by the will 
of the people. At any rate, students 
who did have a firm belief that 
military training is wrong or pre- 
ferred to put their time into some- 
thing else, would not be penalized 
for their "beliefs. 
The army man says, "We are not 
sh students. They can 
to school." And when 
hi says that it Is time to remind 
him that the parents of the stu- 
dent who objects to his philosophy 
help pay him a salary; they help 
maintain the institution in which 
his R O. T. C. unit is established, 
and as tax payers, have the right 
to send their son to a state college 
without an additional fee in the 
form of military training to which 
he conscientiously objects. Also, 
perhaps another school is too far 
away and living costs and entrance 
fees are higher: or the course he 
wants Is not Offered at any other 
Institution in the Mate. Shall he 
forego hto education? He probably 
will submit to the much despised 
training, but Is this fair and In 
keeping with American standards 
of 



Likewise, let the pacifist condemn 
war as primitive and wasteful, but 
let him recognize that there arc 
still men and nations who choose to 
be thus. Let him see since we live 
in the world today we must have 
an army. 

Where does this bring us. Just to 
this! Over militarism Is dangerous. 
The armed fort ready to explode, as 
Europe was in 1914 and apparently 
is today, does not ensure peace but 
makes for war. On the other hand a 
nation without an army could not 
last long enought to kiss Itself 
good-by But let us leave military 
protection In the war department 
where It belongs. Install R. O, T. 
C. units for those who prefer to be 
on the back row giving orders In 
instead of in front

In Sewage Laboratory of Kansas 
Slate Board of Health 



"The Work of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict of Chicago" was the subject of 
an illustrated lecture by Miss Gladys 
Swope, chemist of the water and 
sewage laboratory of Kansas State 
Board of Health and instructor ifi 
chemistry at University of Kansas, 
to the science club in recreation 
center last night. 

Miss Swope, who has received her 
degree from the University of Chic- 
ago, worked as a milk analyst for 
Majonler Brothers. Chicago, and al- 
so was the only woman chemist for 
the sanitary district ot Chicago. 

Work of the sanitary district of 
Chicago began in 1899 and has not 
yet been completed. Before this 
time, Miss Swope, pointed out tnat 
sewage was drained into Lake 
Michigan. This made bathing 
beaches impossible and caused a 
tremendous number of typhoid 
cases. Deaths from typhoid germs 
have been reduced from 174 per 
100,000 to 1 per 100.000. There are 
at the present time is health- 
ful bathing beaches extending along 
a distance of 23 miles.

APPROVE NEW DEAL 



COLLEGIAN POLL GIVES ROOSK- 
VELT MAJORITY Or 
100 VOTES 

Over 1,300 Students Vote in Bal- 
loting to Discover Student Sen- 
timent on Subjects to Be 
Considered In Fall 
Election 

"Follow the president." Kansas 
State student opinion seemed to say* 
in the poll conducted by the Col- 
legian last Friday. They lacked only 
four votes of turning In as many 
for Roosevelt's re-election as lor 
the other four choices they named 
combined. Landon of Kansas mus- 
tered but 498 to the 598 of Roose- 
velt. Borah, Hoover, and Thomas 
combined registered 104. 

In the vote conducted to discov- 
er student sentiment on vital mat- 
ters many of them will be called 
to consider next fall, approval of 
many of the New Deal policies was 
expressed. The most sweeping ma- 
jorities of approval went to II ic 
CCC with 1.032 to 210. and to the 
RFC With 87S to 348. 

Ballots cast numbered 1,362 and 
only 31 were thrown out. Keen in- 
terest was shown by the students 
nl though not everyone voted on ev- 
ery question. 

Only six faculty members voted. 
Many faculty members have com- 
mented favorably upon the results, 
however, and keen interest has been 
shown. Their comments Include: 
F, A. Shannon, professor of 
history and government — Col- 
lege students show more Intelli- i 
gence than the supreme court. 

F. L Parrlsh. associate prof eft- ! 
sor of history and government 
— The student vote appears to 
indicate a trend that is decid- 
edly liberal rather than con- 
servative or radical. 

Paul Weigal, professor of arch- 
itecture—The results of the 
election are very interesting and

I am surprised to 
note that the tendency for the 
New Deal is as strong among 
the student body as indicated in 
the returns. 

H. J. Umberger, dean of the
